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Having given the statistics of all the schools very 
fully in the foregoing tables, I will add only a brief 
account of the schools in each district separately. 


DISTRICT No. L. 
Prudential Committee, Henry Morse. 


Summer Term, taught by Miss Mary A. Allen, 
formerly of this town, numbered twenty-one scholars. 
The teacher fully sustained her very enviable reputa- 
tion as a successful and capable teacher, and the 
school made good progress. 

Winter Term, taught by Miss Lucy M. Shattuck. 
Miss Shattuck is a good disciplinarian, as well as an 
excellent scholar, and the closing examination gave 
evidence of thorough traiming on the part of the 
teacher and commendable effort on the part of the 
pupils. The school numbered twenty-two scholars. 


DISTRICT No. II. 
Prudential Committee, A. O. Adams. 


Summer Term, taught by Miss Ettie M. Taylor. 
The teacher was well qualified to take the school, 
and labored hard to make the term a successful one, 
but a want of sympathy and co-operation on the part 
of some of the pupils, seemed to be the cause of a 
partial failure, to say the least. 

Summer Term, Primary Department, taught by 
Miss Sarah E. Robbins, numbered fifty-one scholars. 
The teacher seemed to infuse the little ones with 
magnetism, and to call out the most gratifying evi- 
dences of progress. It was indeed a treat to attend 
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the examination, and witness the promptness and in- 
telligence of the scholars in their recitations. 

Fall Term, Primary Department, taught by same 
teacher, was a most excellent school, and in every 
way gratifying to the Committee. The school num- 
bered fifty-five scholars. | | 

Winter Term, taught also by same teacher, num- 
bered sixty-two scholars. The school seemed to re- 
gain this term what it lost in the summer. Having 
their favorite teacher, the scholars without exception 
made an effort to contribute to the success of the 
school. ‘The examination showed excellent progress 
In every respect. 


DISTRICT No. IU. 
Prudential Committee, T. K. Goff. 


Winter Term, taught by Miss Annie M. Wood- 
ruff The school was well managed, the instruction 
thorough, and the pupils made fair progress. Number 
of scholars, 15. 

Winter Term, taught by the same teacher, which 
would indicate her favor in the district. Some of the 
scholars were backward in their studies, but mani- 
fested an ambition for attainment, and gave quite 
gratifying results. Number of scholars, 26. 


DISTRICT No. IV. 
Prudential Committee, A. J. Adams. 


Summer Term, taught by Miss Anna L. Sturte- 
vant, of Marlboro’, N. H. The school was small, 
there being only seven scholars, and large expecta- 
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tions would hardly be warranted.. The term was 
certainly a profitable one. It was the teacher's first 
effort, and very creditable for one so young. 

Winter Term, taught by Miss Clara A. Newell. 
The scholars were backward, but the teacher was 
earnest in doing her duty, and fair results were 
accomplished. Number of scholars, 12. 


DISTRICT No. V. 
Prudential Committee, A. W. Spaulding. 


One term of sixteen weeks, taught by Miss 
Carrie L. Spaulding, numbered only seven scholars, 
and those all young. A good work was done, and 
those present at the close of the term could not but 
have felt well satisfied with the efforts of the teacher 
and the result of the same. | | 


DISTRICT No. VI. 
Prudential Committee, C. Bailey. 


Summer Term, taught by Miss Ada KE. Cham- 
berlain, numbered sixteen scholars. At the com- 
mencement of the term, the school did not ap- 
pear very progressive, but the teacher performed 
her duty very commendably, and some of the pupils 
made marked improvement. 

Winter Term, taught by same teacher—good tes- 
timony in her*favor. The school was a little larger 
than in the term previous, numbering twenty-one 
scholars. The teacher was faithful, and better pro- 
gress was made than during the former term. |

DISTRICT No. VII. 


Prudential Committee, Dr. John Fox. 


Summer Term, taught by Vrylena L. Shattuck, 
numbered twenty-four scholars. The success of this 
school was excellent. Very decided improvement 
was made in several classes, particularly in Reading. 
The teacher was devoted to her work, and her labors 
were marked by the most gratifying results. 

Winter Term, taught by the same teacher. It 
seemed that, notwithstanding Miss 8. had, during the 
autumn vacation, made a great change i the charac- 
ter of her duties and responsibilities in one respect, 
Mrs. Spaulding could not be spared from the district, 
after having given such entire satisfaction in the 
summer term, and was induced to teach in the win- 
ter. The school was highly successful, and the clos- 
ing exercises fully showed the faithfulness of the 
teacher and the progress of the scholars. The school 
numbered 25. 


DISTRICT No. VIII. 
Prudential Committee, J. Davis. 


Summer Term, taught by Miss Emilia A. Gowing, 
numbered 18 scholars. The school was well govern- 
ed and well taught, and fair progress was made. 

Winter Term, taught by the same teacher, num- 
bered 28 scholars. During the first few weeks of the 
term the school seemed very prosperous, but toward 
the close a disposition was manifested by one or two 
of the pupils to disregard the proper rules made by 
the teacher, and the hopes that had been entertained

in the beginning were disappointed. The teacher 
was faithful to the school, and labored hard and anx- 
iously for its welfare. The examination was satisfac- 
tory, and showed that many of the scholars had made 
good improvement. 


DISTRICT No. IX. 
Prudential Committee, L S. Russell. 


Summer Term, taught by Miss Clara A. Cutter. 
The term was short (only eight weeks), but the re- 
sults exhibited were very satisfactory. | 

Winter Term, taught by Miss Carrie EK. Bigelow, 
numbered thirteen scholars. The order in school 
was excellent, as also the progress made by most of 
the pupils during the term Miss B. is peculiarly 
fitted for the vocation of a teacher, and is very suc- 
cessful in interesting her pupils in their books. 


DISTRICT No. X. 
Prudential Committee, S. Jewell. 

One term of thirteen weeks, taught by Miss Ella 
F. Lawrence. The school‘numbered eleven schol- 
ars. It was im every respect very satisfactory. 
Good order and good lessons seemed to be the motto 
of the pupils from the beginning to the end of the 
term. 


DISTRICT No. XI. 
Prudential Committee, N. Cutter. 


One term of thirteen weeks, taught by Miss 
Mary A. Chamberlain. Number of scholars, seven. 
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The teacher labored hard and accomplished very sat- 
isfactory results. 
DISTRICT No. XII. 
Prudential Committee, J. W. Fassett. 

Summer Term, taught by Miss Marianna Bemis, 
numbered only six scholars. The school was interest- 
ing, although small. Several of the little ones were 
exceedingly bright, and made rapid and marked im- 
provement. 

Winter Term, taught by Miss Ada E. Chamberlain, 
numbered thirteen scholars. The success of the 
school was in advance of previous term, owing par- 
ticularly to the fact that a larger number of scholars 
were in attendance. 

DISTRICT No. XU 
Prudential Committee, B. F. Prescott. 

Summer Term, taught by Miss Hattie F. Boyce, 
numbered seven scholars. ‘The school was excellent, 
and the teacher’s first experience in teaching was 
very satisfactory, not only to herself but to all inter- 
ested in the school. 

Winter Term, taught by the same teacher, was 
equally as successful as former term, and entirely 
satisfactory. 


Your Committee takes pleasure in being able to 
say that the schools during the past year have en- 
joyed a very large degree of prosperity and success. 
With hardly an exception,! he Prudential Committees 
in the several districts have been singularly fortunate 
in securing capable, worthy, and in most cases, expe- 
rienced teachers, who have entered upon their work 


’ 
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with that deliberate zeal and earnestness which rare- 
ly fails to achieve gratifying results. 

It is justly a source of great satisfaction that we 
train up in our own schvols the larger number of 
our own teachers. We see in our schools now, many 
teachers, who but a few years since occupied desks 
in the same school rooms as pupils, and it is com- 
mendable to the intelligence of our people that so 
many of our young scholars aspire to become teach- 
ers. This ambition should be encouraged and culti- 
vated by parents to whatever extent their means will 
permit. 

We have many excellent teachers who would do 
themselves credit in any community where intelli- 
gence is appreciated, but there is large room and 
need for future improvement in many respects, before 
the higher standard of qualification for their work is 


attained. 
A Normal School has been established in our State, 


and is managed with such economy as to render it 
accessible to all the young in the State who desire to 
qualify themselves to teach, and we would suggest to 
the citizens and tax-payers of Jafirey, who desire 
to advance the interests of our common schools, and 
of education generally, that no better institution than 
this can be found wherein to place our sons and 
daughters, to acquire thoroughly a proper knowledge 
of and training for the labors and duties of the teach- 
er. So long as the improvement of our schools de- 
pends mainly upon the improvement in the methods 
and qualifications of our teachers, we should avail 
ourselves of every means at hand to encourage a high- 
er order of culture in those among us who propose 
to teach. 
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A law was enacted at the last session of the Legis- 
lature, making the attendance at school of all chil- 
dren between the age of eight and fourteen years 
compulsory, during at least twelve weeks in every 
year, and holds responsible for such attendance, the 
Prudential and Superintending Committees as well as 
the parents and guardians of such children, in all 
cases where evasion or violation of the law comes to 
the actual knowledge of said Committees. Your 
Committee took especial care to procure copies of the 
law and post the same—three copies in each of the 
thirteen districts of the town, as required by a subse- 
quent clause in the enactment—and would earnestly 
suggest to the Prudential Committees of the several 
districts, and to every citizen, that they take particu-— 
lar pains that the law is not evaded or violated to 
their knowledge, or with their consent. We have 
many foreign youths in the State that can neither 
read nor write, and who, very likely, would not see 
the inside of a schoolhouse during all the years of 
their minority, were this law not in force. We may, 
very probably, have such cases in our own town, and 
if there are such that should come to the knowledge 
of any citizen, I hope he will feel that a responsibili- 
ty rests upon him to inform the proper authorities, 
that the law may not be violated. 

In conclusion, your Committe would say that, his 
official relations with the Prudential Committees, the 
teachers and the schools, during the past year, have 
been exceedingly pleasant. Any suggestions that he 
has been pleased to make have always been kindly 
received. He has at all times endeavored to be frank 
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toward the schools in his intercourse with them, 
and he has never hesitated to observe and to discour- 
age any deficiency, either in character or conduct, 
Whenever made apparent to him. Until he assumed 
the duties of Superintending Committee one year 
ago, he was comparatively a stranger to nearly all the 
teachers and scholars in the town; his acquaintance 
has since extended into every district, and he trusts 
his interest in them all is reciprocated with cordial 
and kindly feeling. 

He would ask the town to continue in the future 
their liberal appropriations for the schools ; it is an in- 
vestment that pays more than interest or dividends ; 
for, by expending money in the education of your 
children, you not only confer a blessing more valua- 
ble than gold upon yourselves, but also upon them 
and all posterity.

REPORT OF FIRE ENGINEERS. 


The town of Jaffrey has been very much favored the past 
year in regard to fires. There have been but three alarms of fire, | 
and the Fire Company has promptly responded in each case; | 
therefore the losses from fire have been small. The first was th 
burning of A. Bascom’s dry house; loss about $1500. Had 
not been for the prompt and active exertions of the Compam 
the fire would have caused more serious damage, as the buildin g 
was situated in a thickly settled part of the village. | 

A few weeks later, alarm was given that Thomas A. Stearr 1 
house was on fire. —The Company was quickly on hand, but 7 ‘ire 
was confined to the roof of the house and soon subdued, an 
its services not needed. ; 

Nov. 3, the Company started upon hearing the ringing of th the 
bell at the Centre of the town. Although no call was made f : 
its services, yet it was quickly upon the alert, ready for 
action. Mr. Chamberlain’s unoccupied house, in the west part ( 
the town, was burned before the company could get there to ‘ 
it ; caused, as generally supposed, by an incendiary. 

The Company is nearly full of good working men, and 4 
seem interested since the town has shown increased interest in the’ 
Fire Department, by purchasing 500 feet of new hose and vata 
the pay of the Firemen. We have now 800 feet of good leathe 
hose, and the Engine is in good order. 


The Company is ready for any emergency, yet we hope no s 
rious fire may occur in this town to render its services needful 
but it will ever respond to the dreaded alarm of fire. 

The expense of keeping the Engine in repair and for mi 
terials the past year, amount to $35.81.
